schools. If you went to 
Congo, for instance, 
you would do some- 
thing like this. Your 
day’s work would start with chapel at 8:30 in 
the morning. One of the teachers would lead, 
perhaps, but you would be there to worship 
with them. After chapel, when pupils go to 
classes, you would check, as a principal, to 
see that everything is in order. You may have 
to step in and do some teaching, if one of your 
teachers is out. School is dismissed at noon. 
In the afternoon teachers would gather for 
normal instruction and for discussion of prob- 
lems relative to the day’s work. 


In Japan where the literacy is already very 
high the emphasis is on kindergartens and 
elementary schools. As we become increasing- 
ly aware of theimportance of pre-school 
teaching, the kindergartens present unlimited 
possibilities. And Brazil presents a still dif- 
ferent challenge. There missionaries are put 








on their mettle to meet the standard set by 
the government as well as the demand for 
education made by the people.

Can you 
imagine any greater evang- 
elistic opportunity than that 
offered in a school where 
you are with boys and girls 
six hours.a day, five days of 
the week? We will never 
have enough missionaries 
from America to reach all 
the people of the countries 
where we have missions. From our mission 
schools must come _ preachers, doctors, 
teachers, and other Christian leaders who 
will reach the great mass of their own people 
with the knowledge of the loving Father re- 
vealed in the life-giving Christ.
